Washington Department of Fish and Wildlife May 27, 2014  
 

The States met today and took the following action: 

 
 

2014 Mainstem Columbia River Spring Chinook Recreational Fisheries  

Bonneville Dam upstream to Oregon/Washington border 

Season Open May 31-June 15, 2014 

Area: The mainstem Columbia River from the Tower Island power lines in Bonneville Pool 

(located approximately 6 miles below The Dalles Dam) upstream to the Oregon and 

Washington border, plus the Washington bank between Bonneville Dam and the Tower 

Island power lines (except for those waters closed under permanent regulations).   

Daily Bag 

Limit: 

Daily salmonid limit is 6 fish (hatchery Chinook or hatchery steelhead), of which no 

more than two may be adults, and no more than one may be an adult Chinook.   

Release all sockeye, wild Chinook and wild steelhead.   

Salmon minimum size: 12 inches.  

 

 A Compact Hearing is scheduled via teleconference at 11 AM Wednesday June 11 to 

consider non-Indian and treaty summer season commercial fisheries.
